It is right that 


they hlmuKI, and the rest of mankind 
like to have them follow their instincts 
and wishes in this respect. 


A mother, however, complains that 


her daughter, who cannot afford such 
fine clothes as are worn by most of her 
schoolmates, and yet caduot give up her 
education, is made very unhappy by the 
contemptuous looks, and the intentional 
slights of some of her companions, be- 
cause of her plain, cheap dresses 


Perhaps the daughter is too sensitive, 


and_so, possibly, a little morbid on the 
subject, and only fancies that her com- 
panions are regarding her plainer clothes 
with contempt. One thing is certain, 
however, that nothing can be more out 
of place, or a surer indication of vulgari- 
ty, than the wearing of very expensive 
clothes to school; unless it maybe the 
looking down with contempt upon girls 
who cannot. 


Our own observation has led us to the

For some individuals have 
such a morbid appetite for notoriety that 
they are content to be infamous rather 
than to remain obscure. 


Shakespeare speaks of "the bubble 
reputation," which, as a rule, collapses 
as quickly aa the saponaceous article. 
Many go unlaurelled to their graves, 
who might, could, would or should have 
won distinction, but who did not. 
Either "the unspiritual god," circum. 
stance, hindered them, or apathy and in. 
difference rendered their genius of no 
avail. 


Every period has a multitude of fa- 


mous people— famous orators, preachers, 
statesmen, politicians, writers, poets, 
novelists, historians, savans, artists, 
players, lawyers, merchants, millionaires, 
congressmen, warriors, inventors, etc.— 
whose names, movements, sayings and 
doings the newspaper paragraphist of 
the period is constantly recording as 
matters of ever-current interest. But, 
when a given period is ended and has be- 
come part ana parcel of a dead and gone 
past, it is found somehow that all but 
two or three of its celebrities had not 
the staff in them for immortality, and 
have been utterly forgotten as of not the 
least permanent importance.
